Out of the fifty-four railroadsin this State 
it is expected that about fifty will be repre- 
sented at the meeting of the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners in this city to- 
morrow. The representatives of the various 


interior Uhaois roads are all here. The of- 


ficial of the Chicago roads arrived this even- 
ing at 6:30 in a special train composed of 
three private cars, General Manager Jef- 
fery d General Superintendent Beck’s of 
the III Central and General Manager 
Stone’s of the Burlington, over the Illinois 
Central, having made the trip in less than 
five hours. The General Managers and Gen- 
eral Freight Agents of all the roads came on 
the train, excepting General Manager Mc- 
Mullin and General Freight Agent Court-

o various roads held a 
private meeting at Leland this evening 
for the purpose of deciding upon a rt to 
be submitted to the Commissioners on behalf 
of the roads. After a lengthy discussion the 
following was agreed to: 

The rates and classification of the Illinois rail- 
roads should not be reduced from the p t 
res, because, as they now stand, the business 
of the roads does not yield anything like a 
reasonabie return on actual investment. From 
the reports made to the Commussioners for 1836 
the total receipts for the business, both in the 
State and out of the State, of fifty-three roads re- 
porting, were $198,950,174, which was $173,159 less 
than for 1885, $11,277,894 less than 1884, and $15,- 
196,74; less than for 18838. This reduction, it should 
be noted, was on an increased mileage. The ag- 
gregate stock and bonds of these companies for 
1886, representing 36,493 miles of road. was 61.517, 
684,054, or about 841,000 per mile. The net earn- 
ings of these lines, after deductin ee ex- 
penses, taxes, and rentals, were $67,100,297. 
The Commissioners report that the income 
from all the railroads in IIlinots, from their buai- 
ness both in the State and out of the State, was 


lng — ten 
176,311, or a decrease from 1884 of $3,561,397. For 
the year 1886 eleven corporations paid dividends 
amounting to $19,480,914, or a decrease from 1884 
of $4,265,704. This shows a decrease of net in- 
come on an. increased mileage. Separat- 
the Illinois business m the total 
business done d the railroads, we 
find that for the year 1886 the earnings de- 
0 rom the r ear $1,283,613, and the 
total tons of freight carried in Illinois decreased 
206,787 tous. The total number of tons of freight 
moved in Illinois was 34,354,300, and the eompen- 
sation received for the same was 837,523,917, or 
$1.09 a ton, equal to an average rate of less than 
five and one-half cents per 100 pounds. This rate 
is certainly low enough in a country whose rail- 
roads, by the Commissioners’ deductions, do not 
earn 2 per cent on the capital. ä 
It will be shown later on that they do not earn. 
in ‘Tilinois 1 r cent on the actual capital in- 
vested. Two of the commodities, grain and coal, 
upon which the Commissioners desire to effect a 
further reduction constitute 58 per cent of the 
total tonnage. They want to reduce the rates on 
coal, which furnishes 3%) per cent of the tonn 
all the way from 251035 per cent; and in grain, 
which furnishes 23 per cent of the total tonnage, 
they want a reduction made of 10 per cent. 
Eleven railroads out of fifty-four 


were 

leases. T ght other reads which paid dividends 
have a mileage in Illinois of 372 miles, leaving 
over 5,000 miles of road, or 61 
per cent, which made no returns to 
shareholders. The eight companies which paid 
dividends own and control 17,000 miles of road 
outside of the State. Were it not for the aid 


rendered by this outside mileage it is questiona- 


ble whether these companies would be able to re- 
port any better results than the others. Twenty- 
eight companies paid taxes, interest on their 
bonded debts, and rentals only. Eleven rail- 
roads, having a mileage in Illinois of 1,312, paid 
only running expenses, taxes, and rentals, and 
four, with a mileage of 214, did not earn running 


_expenses. Twelve railroads were then in the 


tankrupt court. The history of Illinois is replete 
With incidents of this character, yet the Commis- 
sioners think the railroads are making too much 


money. 
Is it not time the railroads were offered a little 
protection? Fer the year 1886 the Commission- 
ers showed that the net results of Illinois bus- 
inéss of all roads, after deducting operation ex- 
penses and taxes, were $20,115,898. 

This is the return for the ottlay in build- 
ing and equipping %,444 miles of rail 
not including 2,400 miles of double track an 
side track, at an actual cost of $20,000 a mile. This 
$20,115,898 would give about 1 per cent on the in- 
vestment. 

Besides this report, which is to be submit- 
ted in writing, oral arguments will be made 
by the managers of the leading roads against 
the proposed reduction in Lilinois rates. The 
correctness of the facts and figures presented 
by Mr. Brubaker of the Peoria freight bu- 
reau, showing the discrepancies . exist- 
ing between the State and inter-State rates, 
will not be disputed by these officials, but 
they will state that rates are made by 
irresponsible and bankrupted lines making a 
short cut across the State to Indiana and 
other inter-State points, and who for years 
have been sucking the life-blodd out of the 
several trunk es running north and 
south through the State. Those crossroads 
by the —— business methods have 
not only deprived Illinois merchants’ and 
manufacturers from competing with mer- 
chants and manufacturers yon 
States, but have also prevented the Chicago 
roads from competin 2 those lines.

SHOT BY HER REJECTED LOVER, 


Mabel Harton's Narrow Escape from 3 
Tragic Death in a Penngylvania Village. 
Weaaverston, Pa., Aug 29.—Baird Knox 
Snyder, a young Englishmap,attempted to murder 
Mabel Harton in the parlor of the handsome 
residence of her father, James Harton, near this 
place, last evening. He had been her afflance 
lover, and she had just told him that she could 
no longer receive his attentions, when he drew a 
revolver and fired two shots at her, one taking 
effect in her left ear. Their meeting and the 
causes whieh led to the shooting are toid by Miss 
Harton as follows: 
“Owing to ill health father was advised 
two years ago to take a trip across the ocean, and 
r we sailed for Europe, where almost a 
year was spent. In England we o ac- 


quainted with an Englishman who gave his name 


as Baird Knox Snyder. Hewasa quest at the 
hotel where we were stopping. He appeared to 
be a man of means, and, seeing that my father 
was an invalid, took a interest in us. He 
was kind and courteous, spent much of his 
time with my father. Mr. Snyder said he had 
never been in America, but was making arrange- 
ments for a trip across the ocean,with the view 
of making it a permanent place of residence, and 
that it would be a great favor if he could accom- 
pany us on our return. We gladly acquiesced. 

veral months later we sai with Mr. Snyder 
for New York. His genial disposition and kindly 
attention to my father made an impression 
that left no doubt it Would end in a love affair, as 
it did. I consented, but on account of my 
father’s feeble condition réfused to set a time 
for our nuptials. The trip to New York was so 
enjoyable that at the reguest of my father I 
urged Mr. Snyder to accompany us. He accept- 
ed, ang after a stay of five weeks went to Pitts- 
burg, where he decided to remain, The most af- 
fectionate letters were exchanged between us, 
and our wedding was set down to take place the 
latter part of September. 


After Mr. Suyder's departure father talked | 


about our approaching nupiials, and as I was the 
sole heir to his estate he suggested it would be 
well to inquire into his business in Pittsburg. 
He did so, and learned that Snyder was looked 
upon as a professional gambler and confidence 
man, and that he was a frequenter of the worst 
parts of the city. I was deeply affected, bui at 
once resolved to break off the engagement, and 
wrote Snyder a letter saying that obstacles over 
which I had no control had arisen,and that a 
union between us was now impossit¥e. The next 
mail brought a letter from Suyder 9 a 

remptory demand for his accuser’? name, but 

sent no * 

Last evening Snyder came to town and ap- 
peared at the Harton mansion, but Mr. Harton 
refused to admit him. Snyder refused to go 
away until be was heard, aad finally succeeded 
in gaining admission, with the understanding 
that the interview was to be the last, and that he 
would discontinue further attentions to Mabel. 
The young couple met in the parlor, while Ma- 
bel’s father satin an adjoining room. Snyder 
demanded to know who his $ccusers were, that 
he 2 promptly neers what he proclaimed 
to be base slanders. abel said she had the 
most convincing proof of the truth regaraing his 
character, and that it was useless to attempt to 
deny it. Snyder grew violént and assumed a 
threatening attitude, declaring that unless she 
revealed the names of his accusers they would 
both die together. He drew from his coat-pocket 
@ revolver and fired two shots in quick succes- 
sion, one of which entered her left ear. With a 
piercing shriek, she fell to the floor. Her father 
into the room and, in his feeble condition, 
grapplea with Snyder, but the young English- 
man violently flung him to oor and then 
has.«ly left the house, exclaiming: “You will 
never be the wife of another, and the man who 
has vilified me will meet the same fate.“ 

In a few minutes Mabel réeovered conscious- 
ness, and arose with the blepd oozing from her 
wound, which is not considered dangerous. For- 

etting herself, she directed her attention to her 

ather, whois so completely prostrated by the 
shock that it may result fatally. 

Miss Harton is — 20 years of age. and is an 
amiable and accomplished young lady. She says 
she saw Snyder point the revolver at her. but 
was —4.— to move or ge an alarm before 
the shots were fired. Snyder has not been heard 
from since. Miss Harton is itive when he 
saw that in the event of her father's death she 
would come into possession of all his property 
he arranged his plans to share its enjoyment, 
and that it was her wealth asd not her happiness 
he wee 80 n about.

They are 
then put upon trains and charged a higher rate 
for accommodations not as good as immigrants 
had twenty-five years ago. There have been no 
improvements for the immigrants. It all comes 
from the railroad management of Castle Garden. 
I have studied the question for the last quarter 
of a century. The examination of immigrants 
by the Commissioners is a mere farce and a 
shameful disgrace upon the American people. 
The smart and enterprising politician can easily 
get his friends through the garden. I regard the 
administration of lew there as a farce. It meets 
none of the requirements that it was intended 
to meet.”

| The land-tax advocates who cite Humboldt, 
Mill, and Spencer as advocating or suggest- 
ing a confiscation of the “unearned incre- 
ment of lands wholly overlook the fact that 
those great European economists had in view

United States. Complaints that are well 
when urged against the landed

length of time. Really valuable land 

remains unoccupied in either town or 
country will nearly always be found tiéd up 
in litigation. Where land is cheap and in 
jcomparatively little demand it may be held 
tor speculation, but just as it becomes valua- 
ble taxes increase and the owner finds him- 
self compelied to improve or subdivide and 
sell.

Out of u total taxation of £85,533,000 only 
21,088,000 is represented by the land tax. 
Local taxes are drawn mainly from the house- 
holders and rest very lightly upon improved 
real estate, while unimproved land—i. e., land 
producing no income—éscapes almost scot- 
free. Besides, the valuations of land in En- 
gland upon which local taxes are based were 
made three-quarters of a century ago, and 
are now ridiculously low and inadequate. 

In this country, notwithstanding the fact 
that the National Government is supported 
by an enormous and unnecessary tariff, near- 
ty one-half of all taxes and three-fourths of 
those for State, county, and municipal pur- 
poses are levied on real estate. The assessed 
valuation on which these taxes are collected 
shows the following proportion in the United 


; 8,866, 226,618 

On this vaiuation there is a local taxation 
of $312,000,000, the Federal Government being 
supported by tariff duties and the Thisky 
latter 
items about three-fourths of the entire tax 
exacted is levied on real estate. Taking the 
grand total of $572,000,000, comprising all Na- 
tional, State, county, city, town, school, poor- 
house, and other taxes,together with all excise 
and customs duties, and it appears that real es- 
tate pays nearly one-half. In ajust calculation, 
however, tariff taxes should be excluded, and 
when this is done the result will show that 
‘while real estate constitutes less than one 
half the wealth of the country it pays néarly 
three-fourths of the taxes. It would seem 
that there is a good deal of Georgeism in 
this country already, and it is a debatabie 
question whether land-owners should be 
subjected to still worse discrimination as 
compared with the owners of other property. 
Of course in making a comparison with En- 
giand the immensely greater acreage of this 
country must be kept in mind, but still the 
statistics cited above demonstrate the tre- 
mendous difference between the land policies 
of the twocountries. When land in England 
bears only an insignificant proportion of the 
public burden and estates are tied up by 
entaiiment and long trusts so that bankrupt 
lordlings remain seized of immense pleasure 
grounds and deer parks while their creditors 
are defrauded and labor deprived of just op- 
portunities, it can hardly be wondered that 
| demands have been made for the confiscation 
of the “unedrned increment” of the soil 
But such demands Nave no just application 
to the widely different land system of the 
United States. 

The advocates of the single-tax thedry 
need to be reminded that the founders of 
popular government in the United States 
eliminated every trace of feudalism from 
their land system. Entailment was at first 
restricted and then abolished. Save a small 
homestead reservation property was made 
subject to all debts, and alienation was made 
as simple, cheap, and convenient as possible. 
Long trusts and other devices for tying up 
estates were pronounced contrary to publio 
policy and discouraged. All landed property 
was made freehold and divisible among 
children on equal terms. Supplementing all 
this is the method of taxation which puts the 
main burden on real estate and discriminates 
against the owner of unoccupied land holding 
for an advance in value. Only in the newer 
parte of the country where iand is in light 
demand can large tracts be held for specn- 
lative purposes, and justin the degree that. 
estates become valuable taxation operates to

POOR WHEAT PUT HORS DU COMBAT. 

The report by the committee of the Board 
of Trade, which was appointed to examine 
the wheat in store in public elevators in this 
city, tully sustains the position taken several 
days ago by Tun Tunes. The search has 
resulted in the discovery of about 380,000 
bushels of wheat that is held against receipts 
issued for No. 2, but is inferior in quality to 
the standard requirements for that grade. 
The grain is not “hot,” butinferior. It is 
understood to have been barely up to the 
standard when taken into store, and to have 
deteriorated some distance below that owing 
to the fact that it was kept in the bins much 
longer than is safe in the case of any wheat 
that is not of exceptional keeping quality. 

it is well that this stuff is taken off the 
market. It has been an incubus on the trade 
for several’ months, and undoubtedly has 
been the means of depressing quotations for 
other and better grain, by making buyers 
unduly afraid that the poor stuff would be 
delivered out to them on their shipping or- 
ders. Practically there has been little dan- 
ger of this, as it is usual for shippers to em- 
ploy a private inspector who can object tp the 
serving out of anything that is below stand- 
ard. But buyers have held aloof ali the same, 
and the trdde has been subject to the addi- 
tional infliction of having $191 milked out of 
the market every day wm the shape of storage 
charges for carrying this inferior property, 
which ought not to have been here at any 
time within the last two years. It is due to 
the directory of the board to say that the 


opportunity. Several of its members had 
long been afraid that something was wrong, 
but had no power to move in the matter till 
an investigation was called for.

The trouble now ended has arisen out 
of the abuse of a latitude allowed in the busi- 
ness which should be curbed for the future. 
It is desirable that the rules beso framed as to 
discourage the holding of grain in store longer 
, then is necessary to pass it into consumption, 
so that it would be unprofitabie to keep in re-

as against the unwritten laws of trade to 
hold a huge accumulation of grain in store 
so long that 70 per cent of it deteriorates be- 
low the merchantable standard. This ap- 
pears to have been the case with the wheat 
held in one of the houses covered by the ac- 
tion of yesterday, and the board owes it to 
itself and its clientage that no repetition of 
such a procedure shall be encouraged or even 
permitted under its ruies. 


ANNEXATION AND WATER. 

The movements toward enlarging the area 
of Chicago by taking in some of the adjacent 
territory are making satisfactory progress. 
The legislation providing for such annexa- 
tion requires a series of operations, the evi- 
dent intention being to prevent any snap 
judgment being taken. It is the manifest 
destiny of Chicago to enlarge its border, but 
it is not for the interest of either this city or 
its suburbs to crowd the thing faster then 
the public sentiment ot both parties demands 
and deems to be advantageous. It is desira- 
ble for all concerned that Brighton Park 
should come in. Yet of all the places now get- 
ting ready to knock at our door for admission 
it alone has lower taxes than the town to 
which it would be attached in the case of 
annexation, and notwithstanding this fact it 
is the most anxious of them all to get m. 

The chief explanation isto be found prob- 
ably in the word water. That part of the 
Town of Cicero designated as Brighton Park 
hag only the most primitive supply of water 
for use m putting out fires, except as it gets 


recognize the fact that itis unsafe to remain 
in that state of dependency. If all the sub- 
urbs likely to knock atour door soon were 
equally lacking a good water supply this 
city could notin justice toits own present 
population extend its area. But fortunately 
Lake View, the Town of Lake, Hyde Park, 
and other adjoining piaces likely to come in 
are in a measure supplied already, though not 
sufficiently; and, coming as they undoubt- 
edly. are in sections, we shall no doubt be 
able to meet tne demands. Our two tunnels 
now in use have a capacity of 150,000,000 gal- 
lons per day, or a net capacity of 130,000,000 
per day. In a few days the sevén-foot emer- 
gency tunnel, which is really the old tunnel, 
will be in running order. It extends only 
1,500 feet from shore, butit will bea highly- 
important addition to the water resources of 
Chicago, and go far to remove the chief ob- 
jection urged to annexation. Besides, work 
will soon be begun on a new tunnel, which 
will be eight feet in diameter and extend five 
miles beyond the shore. It will be more par- 
ticularly for the south and southwest, but in 
effect it will afford relief to the entire city. 
On the whole, then, the process of annexa- 
tion can go on without reasonable fear of an 
inadequate supply of waterin either the old 
or the annexed part for ordinary and fire 
uses. 


CHICAGO POST-OFFICE AND “REFORM.” 

The Chicago Post-Office has been the sub- 
ject recently of two official investigations, 
each independent of the other. The First 
Assistant Postmaster-General, Mr. Steven- 
son, bas paid it a visit, one of his objects be- 
ing to inquire into its practical workings. 
Rumor has it that he went away with a poor 
opinion of the two members of the force on 
whom in the invalidism of Postmaster Judd 
the chief management of the office devolves. 
This may be a random guess, founded on 
nothing more substantial than a malicious or 
envious hope. 

The more formal investigation was made 
by the Civil-Service Commission. Commis- 
sioner Lyman, who passes as a Republican, 
wrote the report, his associates joining in 
the signature. With one voice the three 
Commissioners unite in holding up Mr. Judd 
as a model Postmaster. The report deciares: 


If the Postmaster at Chicago finds it entirely 
practicable to give reasons for all removals 
made by him it certainly cannot be impractica- 
ble for other Postmasters to do the same, 


There is no flaw in this reasoning.. A cor- 
ollary of this axiomatic proposition is that to 
be a “ reformer” itis only necessary to give 
some sort of excuse for every removal made, 
and not, like the cantankerous Mr. Seeberger, 
compromise this reform Administration by a 
virtual confession of yielding to the demands 
of the Democratic spoilsmen. A poor excuse 
is better than none. |

The policy of removals which we are told 
prevails at the Chicago Post-Office involves 
not only rank hypocrisy but gross injustice. 
It plainly implies a retiection on the ability 
or fidelity of the persons removed, when in 
most cases it was simply politics. Either 
the public puts no faith in the pretenses of 
non-partisan removals or many an innocent 
and efficient man is now cruelly clouded with 
suspicion. The praise, however, by the pres- 
ent Civil-Service Commission of this line of 
policy has at least the merit of consistency 
with the general conduct of the commission. 

COUNTY FINANCES. 

At its meeting Monday the Cook County 
Board took the first step towards recovering 
from the boodle county contractors a part at 
least of their stealings. A resolution was 
adopted authorizing the State’s A ey to 
prosecute them or to make such se nt 
with them as, in his opinion, would be for 
the best .interestof the county. The infor- 
mation secured in thé recent criminal pros- 
ecutions can be utilized, and will go far to 
enforce a settlement netting the county a 
handsome sum. The settlement should be 
made on strictly business principles. 

But this is a small matter compared with 
the general problem of Cook County finances 
as this board must grapple with it. Between 
the bankruptcy to which the boodiers so 
nearly brought the county andthe change 
in the fiscal year made by the General As- 
sembly the adjustment of county monetary 
matters is difficult. It is not an insoluble 
problem, however. On the oontrary, the 
question is, Which of two or more ways is on 
the whole preferable? Practically, the first 
question to be decided is in what form to- 
issue the evidences of indebtedness which 
the county will have to use in keeping the 
machinery of county affairs in opera- 
tion. This is necessary at the thresh- 
old, because the warrants or. orders, 
if made, must be made at once, and 
on their face be receivable for the county 
taxes of the coming year. There should be 
no such muddie as that of last year, with its 
embarrassment to collections and injustice 
to innocent parties. If the board decides, as 
the Finance Committee is now thinking of 
recommending, to reserve the entire taxes 
of this year for the fiscal year which will be- 
gin the Ist of January in the expectation 
that the people of Cook County will author- 
ize at the election of next fall an issue of 
bonds out of which the expenses from Sep- 
tember to January should be ultimately paid,

bear on their face this statement, “ Not re- 
ceivable for taxes. If, on the other hand, it is 
proposed to use as much of the tax as may be 
necessary to defray the expeases of that period, 
then the warrants should bear on their face 
the declaration contemplated by law in the 
case of ordinary county wérrants. The new 
board cannot plead ignorance of the War- 
rant act of 1879, for last winter it was dug 
out of the obscurity im ,n it had lain ever 
since its enactment, and is gow a well-recog- 
nized law. Ina word, the decision of the 
board as to its policy on this point must be 
made promptly and the zew county orders 
must express that decision on their face in 
the way inaicated. 

In submitting his latest report to the Coun- 
ty Board the Treasurer was explicit as to the 
amoupt of county warrants outstanding, but 
said he could not state what jurors’ certifi- 
cates were out. It would be impossible for 
him or anybody else to find that out. Itis 
not a matter of report as it should be. The 
County Board ought to recuire the Clerks of 
the several courts in the county to make 
monthly reports of their respective issues 
either to the board or to the County Treas- 
urer. Tas Tammo urgec this on the board 
last winter, and the. County Attorney 
did the same, but thal was not a re 
form body. The remarks already made 
touching the face of coumy ‘warrants apply 
also to jurors’ certificates, for the Warrant 
act has this as its final sedion: All jurors’ 
certificates shall hereafte? be issued in con- 
formity with the provisions of this act.“ The 
board has never seemed te realize its respon- 
sibility under the Constitation and the law 
in regard to these certifirates, The Clerks 
themselves have shown nc disposition to an- 
tagonize the board or to owrride restrictions. 
It is a clear case of negligence on the part of 
previous boards. A more favorable time for 
reform could not be presented. All the 
tangles, in fact, in our couaty finances and 
the affairs relating theretoshould be straight- 
ened out while the busines} is in hand.
